Joseph Furey, professor of 
economics, fought to keep the 
military from gaining special 
recruiting privileges during 
Wednesday's Faculty Senate 
meeting, but was ruled out of 
order, as the Senate voted to 
pass the motion 19-1! 

The subject of open recruiting 
was referred to the Faculty 
Senate by the Student Affairs 
committee after the Student 
Senate and Faculty Senate’s 
executive committee refused to 
act upon the matter 

The proposal concerned giving 
military recruiters a special edge 
over other business recruitment 
programs such as IBM, DuPont, 
and others, In the Student 
Affairs Committee’s statement, 
“This request is addressed to the 
utilization of space for armed 
services, Peace Curps and Vista 
recruiters...While the opposition 


to this type of recruiting on 
campus was very vocal, it 
represents a small number of 
people compared to the 
hundreds of students who 
wished to have the opportunity 
to explore careers with these 
several recruiters.” 

Willis Black from the 
Placement Planning Center 
introduced the motion and 
spoke in favor it its passage. An 
immediate controversy erupted 
spearheaded by Furey, who 
condemned the very presence of 
the military on campus 

After 10 minutes of hard 
debating, Agatha Anderson from 
the Division of Nursing stressed 
the nursing programs reliance on 
the military to provide them 
with scholarships and special aid 
programs. 

Pat McGillivray, Associate 
Professor of Sociology, raised his 


arms in bewilderment and 
queried, “!f the students feel 
they need special priviledges for 
the military, | want to hear this 
from the students. The Student 
Senate hasn’t acted on it, where 
are the students on this issue?” 

At this point a student rose to 
emphasize the fact that there are 
already elaborate facilities for 
military recruitment, but the 
majority of students are not 
interested. 

Striking a note in favor of the 
proposal was Marda West, 
Associate Professor of Biological 
Sciences, who equated military 
recruitment with the religious 
and socialist recruiters on 
campus, and saw no reason why 
the military should not be 
allowed to use similar tactics as 
these organizations do. 

The battle climaxed when 
Furey opened up with his 


Tsai Waits While Board 
Untangles Conflicting Reports

Dr. Andre Tsai will see The 


Good Woman of Setzuan open 
tonight, still not knowing 
whether it is the last play he ever 
will direct at CSUS 

Tsai’s tenure case has been 
dragging along at a leisurely 
bureaucratic pace since last 
February, hindered more than 
usual by conflicting 
recommendations issued by the 
Theatre Arts Department and 
Dean of Arts and Sciences David 
Ballesteros 

The department 
recommended to University 
President James Bond that Tsai 
be denied tenure, but declined 
to say why pending grievance 
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hearings. 

Ballesteros felt that their 
decision had been made on the 
basis of Tsai’s relationship with 
other department members. He 
recommended tenure for Tsai, 
saying that the 
professor's reportedly good 
relationship with his students 
was more important, and had 
been ignored by the department 

Now it 1s up to a seven-person 
Faculty Evaluation Board to 
decide, in which

According to chairman Clyde 
Enroth, the board was created to 
make sure the faculty evaluation 
procedures set up hy 





departments and schools 
followed the guidelines of the 
State Education Code. 

Last Tuesday, the board 
began the difficult task of trying 
to sift through conflicting 
standards and reports. Enroth 
said at least a couple of weeks 
would pass before they could 
present a unified 
recommendation to Bond, who 
will make the final decision. 

Although the board usually 
limited itself to studying 
evaluation aparatus, Enroth said 
that they might have to consider 
substantive matters in order to 
present one recommendation to 
Bond. 

He stressed that the Faculty 
Evaluations Board was not a 
grievance committee. Four of its 
members, all full professors, 
were elected by the faculty; 
three more were appointed by 
the President. 

If Bond denies Tsai tenure, he 
may appeal his case to a 
seven-member grievance 
committee appointed from the 
full professors on the faculty 

The Theatre Arts Department 
also decided against holding a 
special department meeting at 
which Theatre Arts students 
would have been informed about 
the details of Tsat’s case 

Department Chairman Carl 
Thomas simply said that faculty 
members, including Dr. Tsai, feit 
that such a meeting would be 
imappropriate at the time

monologue, “The people who 
presented this proposal seem to 
have been living in a hole for the 
last 10 to 12 years... Obviously 
the United States has been 
engaged in a number of places, 
committing acts of aggression, 
attacking foreign people... They 
(the Student Affairs Committee) 
are trying to put forth the idea 
that the military, the US. 
government, are dealing 
legitimately here.” 


Chairman Peter Shattuck, 
responding to the suggestion 
that Furey was out of order, 
considered this the case, and 
entertained a motion to 
challenge his own ruling hoping 
to keep the action alive. 
Psychology Professor Joseph 
Morrow provided the motion 
but it was defeated and Furey 
curbed his discussion. 
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It seemed as though the 
Senate was now trying to assess 
the military’s role on campus, 
and McGillivray expressed his 
disappointment for missing his 
chance to ride in the Navy 
helicopter the day it visited the 
CSUS grounds. This drew 
laughter, but other members 
demanded to know who let the 
Navy bring a helicopter on 
campus in the first place. 

By the time the previous 
question was called, the 
arguments had lost their flavor. 
But it was apparent that the 
majority favored giving the 
military special priviledges 
concerning recruiting on 
campus. Who can say? We may 
even see helicopters landing and 
taking off of the new library 
before it’s completed. The 


Student Affairs Committee got ] 


its proposition through, 19-11. 





Ghandian Advocates 
Non-Violent Tradition 


Non-violence as a tactic for 
bringing about social change was 
passionately supported by Devi 
Prasad, a soft spoken former 
associate of Mahatma Gandhi 
and a leader for over a decade of 
the War Resisters International, 
during a CSUS talk. 

Commenting on the issue of 
violence as a tactic: “The 
quesiton is whether my action to 
spill others blood will help my 
cause.” 

Denouncing violence as a 
means to meet governmental 
repressing Prasad felt that “We 
have to create a tradition of 
non-violence It’s stupid to 
resort to violence if it Comes out 
of frustration.” 

Advocating local community 
action to fight injustice was 


advocated by the former leader 
of the Indian independence 
movement saying, “Let us have 
lofty goals, but let us reach them 
step by step... If you don’t fight 
against injustice in your 
neighborhood, how can you 
fight injustice anywhere.” 

He went on to say that the 
movement for social change 
“ought to start on the campuses, 
in our times.” 

Prasad also touched on the 
worldwide activities of the War 
Resisters and their efforts at 
estabiishing relief operations in 
Bangladesh and 
encouragement of desertion by 
military personnel, wherever the 
military of a country is engaging 
in immoral operations

and despair 

My husband, an 
unemployed-experienced 
secondary school teachers, has 
been unable to find steady work 
for two years. A good friend of 
ours, with a Master’s Degree and 
two years experience as a social 
worker in New York State, ha 
been unemployed for at least a 
year. They are unemployed, Mr. 
Powelson, not because they are 
lazy or, as you so eloquentiy put 
it, because ‘their values have all 
but dwindled away,” but simply 
because there are no jobs 

Between them they have filed 
over 250 job applications in the 
last year, for positions in state 
and out, not only in their own 
fields, but in fields far removed 
from teaching or social work 
gas station attendant, desk clerk, 
cab driver, dish washer, used car 
salesman, etc. For some 
positions they have often had to 
compete with over 200 other 
applicants. The response is 
always the same - negative; they 
are either over-educated or 
uuder-experienced or simply not 
fast enough afoot. 

Luckily, thay have had savings 
to ‘live on” during this jobless 
period, and they have not been

forced to accept money from 
the government in order to feed 
their tamilies. However, why 
you must insult those who have 
been less fortunate is hard to 
comprehend. 

But perhaps you weren't 
referring to people in similar 
situations as I have described - or 
to those who are not fortunate 
enough to have extra money to 
live on. Actually, it is difficult 
for me to understand WHO you 
are talking about - as they are 
never adequately defined. For 
example, do you include 
Lockheed employees, Civil 
Service employees, subsidy-rich 
farmers, or military contractors 
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these trivial domestic problems. 
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among those “addicts’’ who have 
become dependent on 
“government aid’? Surely they 
are, are they not? 

I would like to discuss this 
and other questions with you 
sometime. Because a continued 
dialogue in the Hornet is not 
feasible, and because a less 
formal atmosphere might better 
facilitate understanding, perhaps 
you could join us one night for a 
dinner of beans and vegetables 
No meat? Oh, I’m sorry, we gave 
meat up months ago - on our 
income we couldn't afford it

Cinema a Strong Tool

Many people are under the 
impression that Third World 
films are art or cultural forms 
Anthony Williams, an 
independent Black filmmaker 
disagrees. “It is a business 
stated Williams, and the major 
problem lies ‘‘in terms of 
distribution 

Williams, who has worked in 
France, identified the major 
problems a filmmaker faces in 
that country. Since money for 
production of the films comes 
mainly from France, there is 
French control with only a 
limited amount of social 
comment allowed. There are also 
pressures put on the government 
where the filmmaker resides 

Three films were shown to the 
audience entitled “Tauw”, “A 
Luta Continua’ (The Struggle 
Continues), and one on Ho Chi 
Minh 

The first film, “Tauw”, was 
written and produced by 
Senbene. The setting was Africa 


in a sma!] community where 
80-85% of the people were 
unemployed Most were 


illiterates and there was 
essentially no way to raise the 
Standard of living. Williams 
stated that this film was a 
‘definite attempt to deal with 
social problems in th 
cinema-ty pe way 

Cinema in Africa is a very 
strong too], but only a limited 
amount o! socyal comment could 
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be incorporated in this tilm. For 
instance, Tauw’s dilemma 
(pregnant girlfriend, no job, and 
a father living within old tribal 
mores) was never solved 
Instead, the picture ended with 
the girlfriend (after being kicked 
out of her house when her father 
found out she was pregnant) 
going to Tauw’s house and the 
two of them setting out to make 
their own way in the world 

The second film, “A Luta 
Continua’, was a documentary 
about the liberation front in 
Mozambique. The social 
statement aired was 
“Revolution is a process, not an 
event.” 

The film depicted a “people's 
war’ showing that no matter 
how many lives or huts were 
destroyed the ideals of the 
people still existed, and no 
amount of fire. bullets or 
bombs could change that. The 
Craving tor freedom can be 
devastating 

The third film was about the 
life and death of Ho Chi Minh 
There was an accompanying 
dialogue which couldn't be 
interpreted by the average 
viewer. However, even with the 
obstacles of extreme length of 
the film and a language barrier, | 
managed to derive much 
violence from the film which left 
me with an upset stomach. This 
is one film I wouldn't pay to see 


Hollywood glamour films and 
Third World films are opposites 
~ that’s for sure

To the theatre purist, 
perhaps | am committing the 
utmost sin — the mixing of two 
genres, the “intrusion” of the 
East upon the Western theatre. 

But Brecht was not a 
run-of-the-mill playwright. In 
writing plays in a particular style 
which he called “epic” theatre, 
Brecht openly acknowledged his 
indebtedness to the theatrical 
conventions of the Oriental 
theatre, especially the Chinese 
Peking Opera, Sanskrit drama, 
and the Japanese Kabuki 

A typical Brecht play is 
composed of a series of episodes 
separated by various 
‘“estranging’ devices such as 
slide projections of sentences, 
songs, dances and other 
non-literary elements. Each 
episode retains individual 
Significance even when taken out 
of the context of the play asa 
whole 

In this respect, a Brechtian 
episode ts very much like a scene 
in a Chinese traditional play, 
which can be performed 
independently from the entire 
play without suffering any loss

Set in modern China, The 
Good Woman of Setzuan is a 
parable about the problems that 
beset a good person in a bad 
social environment. How can 
Shen Te, the prositute and the 
only good woman in Setzuan, 
survive and maintain her 
goodness and kindness when 
pursued by an army of greedy, 
cunning, predatory relatives and 
neighbors?

The film ‘‘Wanda’’ was 
described to me as a story about

Only once in 
seemingly endless series of 
destructive encounters does 
Wanda reject the role of sex 
object 

The real story is that of a 
woman who cannot see her way 
out of the role society has 
chosen for her. She spends most 
of her time getting involved with 
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“Wanda”

men who view her only as 
someone to sleep with. It is an 
extremely accurate portrayal of 
a poor. moderately intelligent 
Appalachian woman. She is 
treated as a plaything by men, 
and considers herself as nothing. 

The film is obviously a perfect 
way to show how women have 
been treated in this society 
Surprisingly, however, that was 
not Ms. Loden’s intention when 
she wrote, directed, and starred 
in “Wanda”. She spoke after 
showing her film on Tuesday 
and again yesterday in the Music 
Recital Hall 

She talked about her film, her 
career as an actress, and about 
the women’s movement. She 
said she was not making a 
statement of any kind in the 
movie. As a matter of fact. Ms 
Loden did not become aware of 
the women’s movement until she 
was editing the film 

Making it clear that “Wanda” 
was not made for commercial 
Purposes, she expressed 
resentment for having it lumped 
together with women’s 
movement films. She did admit, 
however, that her film had 
received more attention because 
of the women’s movement. “At 
the time I made the move, I was 
unaware of the fact that it had 
anything to do with being a 
woman. I realized later it did.”

intellectuals, she stated, come 
to movies like “Wanda” and 
believe that the writer is making 
some kind of statement even 
when she is not. 

Director Elia Kazan is Ms. 
Loden’s husband. She talked 
about him at length, about his 
support of her and his influence 
on her work. While working on 
the film she believed that much 
of her strength as a 
director/actress came from the 
fact that he was there to support 
her. Because he was there behind 
her, she said, people respected 
her more 

The story of “Wanda” is. 
apparently, also the story of 
Barbara Loden. She feel s Wanda 
is the way she is in order to 
survive. She thinks that Wanda 
does not react to bad situations 
because she has taught herself 
not to tee] 

Ms. Loden plans to make 
more films in the future and sees 
no reason to make statements in 
her work. She is an artist and 
primarily an actress 

“Wanda” won the Best Film 
Award at the Venice Film 
Festival. Ms. Loden is best 
known for her Tony 
Award-winning performance as 
Maggie in Arthur Miller's “After 
the Fall.”’ She also appeared in 
her husband's film “Splendor in 
the Grass’’.
